Act Intended to Make Available Com- 


pulsory Testimony, Says Judge. 


Xevv York, ,1an. 5.-—In his opinion 


denying the immunity pleas ot Wil- 
liam Skinner, John lj. Billard and 
.'aiues S. Elton, three of the defend- 
ants in the New Haven ease, .fudge- 
Gnibb of the United States district 
court Rives an interesting interpreta- 
tion of the immunity statute. 


Judge Grubb points to the fact tnat 


Skinner. Elton and Billard were not 
forced to give their testimony before 
the interstate commerce commission 
at Washington, which they make the 
basis of their immunity pleas. Under 
the statute, he says, only those are 
entitled to exemption from prosecu- 
tion who make known beforehand 
their fear that tneir testimony mie;lit 
implicate them in a -crime. 
In suc.-h 


tases. he says, the immunity statute 
can be used as an incentive to in- 
du"c the reluctant witness to talk. 


''My conclusion," says the judge, 


"is that the immunity act was in- 
\ended to malte available testimony 
compnlsorily given, and only to re- 
ward the unwilling giver of such tes- 
t.niony; that testimony given with- 
out assertion of the constitutional 
privilege or declined to 
be given 


upon any oilier ground than of its 
incriminating tendencies is not com- 
pulsory under the fifth amendment 
and has always been available witn- 
out new remedial legislation"

ed Stales district court, having been 
sent by Judge Grubb from his home 
in Alabama, where the judge spent 
the holidays.

The bill provides for 
retirement six months after its pas- 
sage of all locomotives liiat are re- 
garded as unsafe for travel by the 
interstate Commerce commission. The 
hilt was indorsed by the commission, 
which is charged with the 'duly ot 
enforcing the regulations proposed.
